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Derelict Budgens building to be bulldozed in scheme 

NEW ALDI STORE 
IN THE PIPELINE

LONG-AWAITED plans to 
breathe life into a former 
Budgens store that has been 
boarded up for over a year, 
have been submitted. 

The derelict building in Coppice 
Farm Way, Willenhall, is set to be 
bulldozed to make way for a new Aldi 
after the Budgens was shut down in 
March last year. 

It was one of 34 stores that closed after their 
owner collapsed into administration last year, 
causing the loss of 815 jobs nationally. The an¬ 
nouncement that Aldi would be opening came 
back in September and if it gets the green light 
by Walsall Borough Council, it could bring 50 
jobs to the area. 

Councillor Adam Hicken welcomes the plans 
but has concerns over traffic. He said: “I wel¬ 
come the plans finally being submitted. It is a 
year on from when I originally wrote to Aldi 
after the Budgens closed. For the last eight 
months whenever I talk with residents, they 
always ask when the new Aldi is going to be 
built. It is on everyone’s minds. 

Concern 

“I did a survey recently and there were 560 
responses and not a single one of them had an¬ 
ything negative to say about the development. 
Residents support it and I support it, and now 
it is whether the council will back it. That is 
the big concern. 

“I hope they do not sit on their hands with 
this one and take their time. I think the ap¬ 
pearance of the building will be better with one 
storey but I suppose anything will look better 
than a big derelict store.” 

Under the plans there will be 114 parking 
spaces with six disabled spaces and another 
six for parents with children, along with eight 
cycle parking spaces. 

The other three stores on the plot of land will 
not be impacted by the development. 

STOAS Architects Ltd wrote in the planning 
application on behalf of Aldi Stores Ltd: “The 
proposed development will provide a much 
needed new local food retail store for the res¬ 
idential areas surrounding the site which cur¬ 
rently have limited provision. We believe the 
proposals represent a well thought out and sen¬ 
sitive response to the constraints of the site.”

OBESITY 

Study focuses on 
health problems 

INFANT mortality, rates of diabetes and 
obesity are above the national average, a 
special report on the region’s health has 
revealed. The study looks at health profiles 
published by Public Health England for 
each district in the Black Country. 

Walsall Council spokesman Sophia 
French says it is working closely with the 
NHS to tackle health inequality. The pro¬ 
files show seven babies under one die out 
of 1,000 in the borough. The national aver¬ 
age is four. 

Nine per cent of people in the borough 
have diabetes compared to the national av¬ 
erage of six, and 26 per cent of children are 
obese, compared to the national average 
of 20. Alcohol, smoking and drugs are also 
problems in Walsall.

New office block 
near retail park 

AN office block taking over 18,500 sq 
m of space will be built near a retail 
park. Brackley Property Developments 
was granted outline planning permis¬ 
sion for the ‘employment development’ 
in Reedswood Way. 

The land will be transformed for the 
commercial development. More than 
300 parking spaces are also planned. 

Developers said it was hoped to 
bring vacant land back into use and 
create local jobs.

Opening hours of tips 
to be extended, pledge 


TIP opening hours at sites across 
Walsall are set to be extended 
to tackle fly-tipping, it has been 
pledged as the Tories prepare to 
take back control of the council. 

Leader-elect Councillor Mike Bird 
said the Tories’ top priority is tackling 
litter and fly-tipping. 

That could lead to both council tips in 
Bloxwich and Aldridge being opened for 
seven days a week, Councillor Bird sug¬ 
gested. The Bloxwich site is currently 
closed on Thursdays and Fridays while 
the Aldridge site is closed on Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays. 

Councillor Bird said: “We are looking to 
extend the hours at the tips as littering and 
street fly-tipping is a big problem. And we 
believe access to the tips is paramount to 
reducing the amount of fly-tipping in the 
borough. 

Figures 

“I have already spoken to the chief exec¬ 
utive to ask how it can be costed and we’re 
looking at where we can find money within 
the existing budget to do this. We will just 
need to wait and see what the figures are 
and where that money can be found. 

“It could be seven days a week and open 
until 5pm but we need to see what options 
they can come up with.” 

The Tories are set to return to power 
with a minority administration after win¬ 
ning five seats. This leaves them with 30 
overall out of 60 council seats - just one 
short of an overall majority. Labour lost 
two of their seats taking them down to 26 
councillors. 

Councillor Bird paid a personal tribute 
to Walsall North MP Eddie Hughes, and 
councillors Adrian Andrew and Adam 
Hicken for their efforts during the election 
campaign. He described the Conservative 
group’s election success as ‘exceptional’. 
The Tories’ election success even saw them 
congratulated by PM Theresa May.

Walsall FC All Stars 
went head-to-head with former Darlast- 
on Town FC 1874 players under the sun 
at Bentley Leisure Pavilion in Walsall, in 
memory of Lauren ‘Lolly’ Wilkinson. 

About 100 visitors enjoyed the match 
and they raised more than £500, which 
will go towards Asthma UK in memory of 
Lolly who died from an asthma attack that 
led to a cardiac arrest last year. The Grace 
Academy sixth form student from Darlas- 
ton used to volunteer at Darlaston Town 
FC along with her sister, Nicola Waite, 
aged 39, where a stand was named after 


her at the Paycare Ground. Nicola said: 
“It means a lot to us as a family. We are 
still waiting for more money to come in 
but at the moment we have counted £500 
and we are very pleased with that.” 

A fundraising campaign set up in her 
name, called Hugs for Lolly, has raised 
£7,000 since she died last January. 

The club will be holding another charity 
match at 3pm on Sunday and the proceeds 
will go towards Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital Critical Journeys Appeal. 

Wolves All Stars will be playing Wednes- 
bury AFC Vets at The Paycare Ground 
which costs £5 for adults and £2.50 for 
children.

Man locked 
up for knife 
attackonhis 
own brother 

A MAN who repeatedly stabbed his 
brother in a frenzied attack has been 
jailed for nine and a half years. 

Gareth Cable, aged 42, knifed James 
Cable at least seven times at the home 
of their sister after a row, a jury heard. 

The victim was wounded in the right 
shoulder, face, back of the head, arm, 
hand and through the cheek into his 
mouth. The assault could have claimed 
the life of James if a police officer had 
not Tasered the defendant in the back, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

Trouble flared when James Cable re¬ 
turned to the address in Birchfield Way, 
Walsall, in February last year - a day 
after being ejected by police officers. 

He went back to the house after being 
released by police at around 11.30am. 
Police were alerted but the defendant 
went outside to confront his brother, 
said Mr Harpreet Sandhu, prosecuting. 

The officers had gone inside to discuss 
the situation with other members of the 
family when he suddenly pulled out a 
knife. 

Gareth Cable from Norton Crescent, 
Bordesley Green was found not guilty of 
attempted murder. 

He admitted causing grievous bodily 
harm with intent and possession of two 
knives.

Director in 
companies 
ban for fire 
danger case 

A BUSINESSMAN at the helm of a 
firm that ran two sites where thou¬ 
sands of tons of household and wood 
waste created a major fire risk has 
been banned from working as a com¬ 
pany director for five years and or¬ 
dered to pay over £36,000 costs. 

Rubbish was stored so badly it was 
in danger of self combusting, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

Edward McIntosh was director 
of Caledonian Waste Ltd - now dis¬ 
solved - which had sites at West Bro¬ 
mwich Road, Walsall and Friar Park 
Road, Wednesbury. It got a permit for 
the Walsall site in 2013 and in three 
months of 2014 had 2,900 bales of 
household waste dumped there. 

It was kept for longer than permit¬ 
ted, stored incorrectly creating a fire 
risk and did not have a management 
plan, said Mr Ben Mills, prosecuting. 

McIntosh agreed to remove some 
of the waste but ‘nothing significant’ 
happened.He claimed he could not get 
cash from the company account for 
the work but paid himself to remove 
80 bales, less than the 800 required. 

The site continued to operate after 
having its permit withdrawn. In 2014 
the company became involved in a 
wood waste facility in Friar Park 
Road and grossly exceeded the 500 
tons of wood it was allowed to process. 

McIntosh, from Adams Hill, Bir¬ 
mingham admitted seven breaches of 
environmental law.

NIP Gavin calls to secure Beatties' future

DEFENCE Secretary Gavin William¬ 
son has criticised House of Fraser 
for failing to invest in Beatties as he 
urged bosses to safeguard the future 
of the under threat store. 

The iconic Wolverhampton store 
is hanging in the balance after the 
Chinese owner of House of Fraser - 
which has owned Beatties since 2005 
- announced it will close stores this 
year as part of a major restructur¬ 
ing deal. South Staffordshire MP Mr 
Williamson said under-investment by 
House of Fraser represented a ‘missed 
opportunity’ for the department store 


chain, especially when it comes to 
Wolverhampton’s Beatties. 

He says he has written to bosses 
asking for reassurances over their 
commitment to Beatties, and also 
how they plan to make the business 
thrive in future. Mr Williamson, who 
is the Government’s Defence Secre¬ 
tary, said: “Not only is Beatties such 
a landmark store, but it is also an im¬ 
portant economic draw for the city of 
W olverhampton. 

“This is more than just a shop it is 
the beating heart of the city centre 
and I will be writing to the chief exec¬ 


utive asking for reassurances that the 
store is going to be continuing. 

“Actually what we should be look¬ 
ing at is how House of Fraser can 
start investing in the store and invest¬ 
ing in the future of Wolverhampton.” 

Concerns for Beatties have grown 
after Calvetron, the owner of fash¬ 
ion retailar Jacques Vert, went into 
administration, putting more than a 
thousand jobs at risk. 

Jacques Vert has a store in the city 
centre department store. Administra¬ 
tors at Duff & Phelps will now com¬ 
mence selling off the retailer’s stock. 



MORE than 1,000 drivers in the West 
Midlands have been caught using 
their mobile phones at the wheel in 
the first year of increased fines. 

New figures have shown the number 
of motorists caught by the region’s po¬ 
lice force while using a handheld mobile 
phone between March 1, 2017 and Febru¬ 
ary 28, 2018. 

A total of 1,234 drivers were caught since 
harsher penalties were introduced last March. 
The penalties for the offence doubled from 
£100 and three penalty points to £200 and six 
points. 

Nationally, the Department for Transport 
said more than 26,000 motorists have been 
punished in the first year since the more severe 
penalties came into force. Among those are 500 
novice drivers who have had their licences re¬ 
voked for using their phone behind the wheel 
in their first two years of driving. 

In the West Midlands, 123 drivers were 
caught using their phones in a week-long 
crackdown in January. 

Inspector Sion Hathaway, from Central Mo¬ 
torway Police Group (CMPG), said: “While so¬ 
ciety has changed in terms of the growing use 
of technology, there is a time and place for this 
- and this is certainly not while driving. 

“It’s disappointing to see that people con¬ 
tinue to break the law and put the lives of not 
only themselves, but others, at risk. 

“Being distracted while driving can have 
life-changing consequences and even though 
the campaign is over we will still be monitoring 
our roads to catch those who commit such an 
offence. It is a no-win; at the very least you face 
six penalty points and a £200 fine.” 

Among the people to support the increase 
in fines for motorists caught on the phone was 
Lisa Thomas, whose daughter Laura died after 
she was hit by a vehicle on the A5 in Shrop¬ 
shire. Mrs Thomas, from Great Haywood, near 
Stafford, who has raised almost £30,000 in 
memory of her daughter, said previously: “It 
is soul destroying to see so many other families 
lose a loved one because someone behind the 
wheel was using a mobile phone.”

“I LOOKED at a picture that had been taken 
and didn’t recognise myself” - That was the 
momentous moment Julia Humpage, from the 
Black Country, decided to make a change. 

Since then, 56-year-old Julia has lost a 
life-changing five stone, dropping from 14st 6 
to 9st 7. Now she’s lost so much weight some 
of her friends no longer recognise her. “I have 
bumped into people I haven’t seen for a while 
and they have walked past me,” Julia said. 

Julia has swapped popcorn and Haribo for 
baked oats and fruit - her dress size has plum¬ 
meted from size 20 to a trim size eight. 

An overweight Julia “I’m happier and a lot more confident,” she 


said. “I love the way I look and the way I feel. 

“Clothes shopping is lovely and not having to 
worry about hiding under dark, baggy clothes 
like I did before.” Mother-of-five Julia has also 
inspired some of her friends to make a positive 
change. “I try and encourage others to try and 
do something about their weight,” Julia said. 

Despite being a qualified adult education 
teacher and part-qualified accountant, Julia’s 
poor health means she is unable to work. 

She suffers with diverticular disease and en¬ 
dometriosis, among other conditions. 

However, she says losing weight has helped 
her to cope better with her conditions. Julia now, with an old skirt 




Family told to leave as 
deadly gas leak found

A MOTHER says her family 
‘could have died’ after they 
were evacuated following 
a carbon monoxide leak at 
their home - three days af¬ 
ter she first raised concerns 
about her gas fire. 

Sheena Newell and her three 
children, including a one-month- 
old baby, were ordered to leave 
the property in Booth Street, 
Darlaston, immediately following 
the discovery of the toxic gas - 
which can be deadly if high levels 
are inhaled. 

They were taken to hospital but 
after being checked over by medics it 
was found they had not been harmed 
by the gas, which has been dubbed 
the ‘silent killer’ as it has no smell or 
taste. 

Miss Newell, aged 29, and her three 
children, Kaiden, six, Rio, four, and 
baby Zayne were urged to leave fol¬ 
lowing the leak. 

The mother said she contacted 
housing provider Accord when she 
noticed ‘blackening’ on the tiles 
around her fireplace. It was arranged 
to be fixed two days later, only for the 
appointment to be cancelled. 

The concerned mother-of-three 
then rang an emergency number after 
which an inspection of her fire by gas 
safety experts found there had been a 
carbon monoxide leak. 

Accord said it had launched an in¬ 
vestigation into ‘the problems experi¬ 
enced by Miss Newell and her family’. 

Miss Newell said: “The machine 
kept beeping and he said to get out 
of the house. He said carbon monox¬ 
ide was leaking. I was scared as I’ve 
got three kids. He said we had to get 
out now. Three ambulances came out. 


They were concerned about the little 
one, my youngest is just a month old.” 

She said she had yet to return to the 
family home following the leak. “I’ve 
been staying at my mum’s house as 
I’m scared to go back inside,” she said. 

“All of us could have been dead. I’m 
scared to go back in there in case it 
hasn’t been cleared properly.” 

A woman in her 70s died and her 
husband was hospitalised following 
a suspected carbon monoxide leak 
at their home in Cannock in April, 
prompting a warning from fire service 
chiefs. 

Accord said it was first contacted by 
Miss Newell on Wednesday, April 25, 


to arrange a ‘routine repair’ to her fire 
and that the job two days later was re¬ 
arranged by ‘mutual consent’. 

A team from gas firm Cadent was 
sent to inspect the property on Sat¬ 
urday, April 28. when the family was 
evacuated. 

Accord spokeswoman Karen Dono- 
ghue said: “Accord takes gas safety 
very seriously, and we use an inde¬ 
pendent contractor to ensure all our 
work, inspections and services are of 
the very highest quality. This prop¬ 
erty received a gas service on January 
5, where all appliances were certified 
as being in a safe and working con¬ 
dition.” She continued “We are in 


contact with Ms Newell and we are of¬ 
fering support, help and advice follow¬ 
ing an understandably difficult time 
and we are reassured that Ms Newell 
and her children are safe and well.” 

“We have provided alternative tem¬ 
porary means of heating. A new heat¬ 
ing system is being installed today. 
Accord is carrying out an investigation 
into the problems experienced by Ms 
Newell and her family.” 

Recently-elected Walsall North MP 
Eddie Hughes has led a campaign to 
make carbon monoxide alarms man¬ 
datory in newly built and rented prop¬ 
erties that contain a gas, liquid, or 
solid fuel burning appliance. 


Expansion 
of hospital 
given the 
green light 

PLANS for a £65 million expansion to 
a major West Midlands hospital have 
been given the go-ahead. 

The scheme at the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birmingham will see 
the postgraduate centre opposite the 
women’s hospital knocked down and 
replaced by a new, partly private, sev¬ 
en-storey building. 

Bosses said the new base ‘will de¬ 
liver high quality acute healthcare for 
private patients in the region, as well 
as providing additional capacity and 
specialist facilities for NHS patients’. 

The scheme is a joint venture be¬ 
tween the University Hospitals Bir¬ 
mingham NHS Trust Foundation 
Trust and HCA Healthcare UK. 

It will provide 138 beds including 
72 for the NHS and 56 for private pa¬ 
tients, while it will employ 150 people 
including 97 nurses. 

A spokesman said: “The 14,728 sq 
m hospital will be equipped with the 
latest technology to provide some of 
the most complex surgical and med¬ 
ical procedures in cancer, cardiology, 
neurology, hepatobiliary, urology, 
orthopaedics and stem cell transplan¬ 
tation. 

“The facility will include 66 beds 
dedicated to private patient care, 
which will be owned and run by HCA 
UK, in addition to 72 NHS beds, a 
new radiotherapy unit and state-of- 
the-art operating theatres.” 

The scheme, which has been de¬ 
signed by global design firm HOK, 
will be built by VINCI Construction 
UK. 

Construction is expected to both 
start and be finished by 2020.

Driver who 
crashed into 
relative wins 
his freedom 

A FATHER-OF-FIVE from the Black 
Country who left his father-in-law 
injured after crashing into him and 
dragging him along a road has been 
freed from prison by Appeal Court 
judges. 

Navid Ghasanfer, aged 31, of 
Drancy Avenue, Willenhall, had been 
following the man, who was driving 
his daughter - Ghasanfer’s wife - 
back home in April last year. 

Having spotted him driving into 
Harden Road, Bloxwich, he crashed 
into the back of the car at a rounda¬ 
bout and then into the man when he 
got out to inspect the damage. 

The father-in-law was pinned to 
the vehicle and dragged along in an 
ordeal so traumatic he was left need¬ 
ing therapy for a stammer afterwards. 
Ghasanfer admitted causing bodily 
harm by wanton and furious driving 
and was jailed for 15 months at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court in Febru¬ 
ary. But he was granted his freedom 
when three top judges cut his sen¬ 
tence to 10 months and suspended it. 

The court heard Ghasanfer and his 
wife had been arguing via text mes¬ 
sage during the day.But the appeal 
judge said: “Sentence on that factual 
basis would only be appropriate if he 
had pleaded guilty to attempted GBH, 
which he had not.” He and his wife 
have reconciled since the offence last 
year, the judges were told.

Joy for Karen who's half 
woman she used to be 


A DETERMINED woman has trans¬ 
formed her life and tackled her health 
problems after losing nearly half her 
body weight. 

Karen Green, from Cheslyn Hay, was a 
practising nurse who weighed 23-and-a-half 
stone when she began to recognise the symp¬ 
toms of Type 2 Diabetes on herself. 

As a medical professional she was fully aware of 
the risk to her health, which gave her the motiva¬ 
tion to make a lifestyle change in October 2015. 

“I thought, ‘Get your life sorted, Karen,”’ she 
said. Karen, aged 53, who describes herself as a 
“foodie”, enjoyed baking and cooking from scratch, 
as well as the odd glass of wine. 

“I would come in after a busy shift and enjoy a 
glass of wine or two, or four,” she said. 

“I’m a good cook and I enjoyed rich foods with 
butter and cream. I over-indulged in carbs.” 

However, now working as an adult nursing 
lecturer at Wolverhampton University, she has 
swapped unhealthy foods for fresh fruits and vege¬ 
tables, as well as lean protein. 

Pleased 

Consequently, mother of two Karen has lost 10 
stone in weight and has dropped from a size 30 to 
a size 14. Better still, she is no longer diabetic and 
has come off nearly all her medication. 

Karen said: “I feel really proud. People are really 
pleased for me. I’m really grateful for the support 
of everyone along the way.” 

Now a regular gym attendee, thanks to her 
transformation Karen is not always recognised by 
her students and friends. “They just walk past me, 
they are amazed,” she said. 

“Before I would never have taken the stairs. Now 
I never take the lift.” 

Karen’s weight loss even inspired her to take on 
the challenge of a 5K run with colleagues as part of 
a New Year’s resolution. 

Fittingly, she completed the run on April 22 dur¬ 
ing Diabetes Prevention week. 

The run, along with a coffee morning, has raised 
more than £4,000 for The Stroke Association. 

She said: “One of my colleagues, her dad had a 
stroke last year - we did it because of him. 

“He survived and is doing really well.”

Pothole claims cost council coffers £45k 


SANDWELL council has paid 
out more than £45,000 in pot¬ 
hole compensation claims in the 
past three years, according to 
new figures.

in the three-year period. The 
authority paid out £35,193.89 
in compensation in 2015- 
16, £7,619.02 in 2016-17 and 
£3,951.80 in 2017-18. 

And bosses have plans to 
spend nearly £500,000 to tackle 
the borough’s potholes after the 
winter’s freezing conditions.

New MOT 
may soon 
drive up 
the cost 

IS your car due for an MOT soon? You 
might want to consider very carefully 
where you take it, following new changes 
to the test coming into force this month. 

The EU Roadworthiness Package - 
didn’t you just know it would come from 
the EU? - means that from May 20, it will 
be illegal to drive a car on the road if it 
has a fault deemed “dangerous” by the 
MOT inspector. 

At face value, this might sound fair 
enough. After all, who would want to 
drive a “dangerous” car? And of course, 
driving an unroadworthy vehicle is an 
offence regardless of whether it has an 
MOT or not, so what is the problem? 

The problem is who decides what is 
“dangerous” and what is not. And, of 
course, it is the inspector who has a vest¬ 
ed interest in making sure the repairs are 
carried out at his garage. 

The changes mean an end to booking 
the car in a month before the certificate 
expires, and shopping around for the 
best price for repairs if it fails. And, of 
course, getting a second opinion if you 
think the garage is trying it on. 

OK, in theory you can arrange to have 
your car taken away on a trailer if you are 
not happy with the price given, but that 
costs a fortune too. And who has got the 
time to mess about with that? 

In future, you had better hope the test¬ 
er you take your car to is on the level. 
Because between them, the EU and our 
government have effectively given cow¬ 
boy garages carte blanche to impound 
your car until you have coughed up what 
they consider a fair price for the repairs.

I recall a lady some time ago 
who informed me: “As you know, Peter, I am a 
very spiritual person,” and went on to tell me 
she’d just spent several thousand pounds buy¬ 
ing a cherished number plate for her car. 

THE more we learn, the more it seems the 
Windrush scandal was a failing not only of min¬ 
isters and civil servants but of ordinary MPs. 
The only justification for having 650 hugely ex¬ 
pensive MPs is that they are supposed to be the 
eyes and ears of Parliament, embedded in their 
constituencies and on the lookout for grass¬ 
roots unhappiness and injustice. So where 
were they? The Windrush saga was brewing 
for years. If only a few MPs had found out what 
was happening, discussed it with their col¬ 
leagues and realised this was a national scandal 
brewing, who knows how much stress and loss 
might have been avoided? MPs are paid a ba¬ 
sic £76,000. On this showing, how many were 
worth a penny? 

WOLVERHAMPTON councillor Phil Bateman 
warns us to lock our car doors after some scal¬ 
ly opened his rear door at traffic lights. This 
sounds like an attempted robbery, but you never 
know. Some years ago, driving through London 
at night and hopelessly lost in torrential rain, I 
pulled in to the kerb to consult the map. The 
door was yanked open and a huge, drenched 
Rastafarian was suddenly beside me in the pas¬ 
senger seat. He said: “Thank God you stopped 
for me, man. I’m soaking here.” Apparently he’d 
been thumbing a lift. I drove him home.

Now it’s 
time to 
rebuild our 
civic pride 

SOMEONE once told me that if you 
walked around Wolverhampton with your 
eyes raised you realised what a beautiful 
city it was... and maybe can be again. 

OK, beautiful may be pushing it a little 
but many city centre buildings which at 
street level have generic branded shop 
fittings are, when you look up, rather im¬ 
pressive. 

Often these are Victorian edifices, re¬ 
flecting a kind of civic pride that fell out 
of fashion in the rush to modernism that 
blighted the 1960s. 

Old timers will tell you that Wolver¬ 
hampton never really recovered from los¬ 
ing its shopping arcades, which remain 
an asset for London, Birmingham and 
Manchester. 

The demolition of the city’s old bus 
depot revealed the Roman Doric splen¬ 
dour of the Royal Hospital, the work of 
Wolverhampton architect Edward Banks, 
opened in 1846 as South Staffordshire 
General Hospital. Only a philistine would 
throw something up to block that view 
again. 

It’s a shame it has so far been beyond 
the wit of any developer to find a way 
to retain Wolverhampton and Midland 
Counties Eye Infirmary, which has stood 
in Chapel Ash since 1888. 

The work of another Wolverhampton 
architect, Thomas Henry Fleeming, who 
also built the imposing Barclays Bank on 
Gueen Square, there is probably no way 
back from the eye hospital dereliction 
that has rotted this landmark. 

James Morgan’s 1820s-built St 
George’s Church suffered great indignity, 
having a ghastly Sainsbury’s store graft¬ 
ed onto its late Georgian elegance. The 
conversion of a place of worship into a 
temple of consumerism then seemed an 
indictment of shallow times. 

Times have changed. The convenience 
and cheapness of shopping on the inter¬ 
net means we now run the risk of see¬ 
ing town centres filled with boarded-up 
stores punctuated by coffee shops, burg¬ 
er joints, bookmakers and charity shops. 

What will Wolverhampton gain if the 
shiny new Debenhams store survives but 
it loses Beatties, the city’s flagship de¬ 
partment store. Its refined 1920s art deco 
style still adds a touch of class. 

Many of these buildings have some 
sort of protection but they need to find 
a role for the 21st century. They must not 
be lost and they should never be hidden. 
We should be building with our past and 
not building over it or covering it up. Time 
to regain that civic pride.

LOCAL ELECTIONS 


Tories prepare for 
a return to power 



Bal Chatta celebrates winning Short Heath from UKIP 


THERE was high drama at 
election counts as Walsall 
was left under no overall 
control - although the Tories 
increased their seats on both 
councils. 

Meanwhile, Labour strengthened its 
grip on Wolverhampton and Sandwell, 
while UKIP was wiped out on the 
night, and now has just one councillor 
remaining on a Black Country local 
authority. 

In Cannock Chase, Labour main¬ 
tained a slim majority, ending the 
night with 21 out of 41 seats. Dudley 
was expected to be a gripping battle 
and the classic blue-red marginal did 
not disappoint. 

The Conservatives are likely to con¬ 
tinue to run the council having gained 
six seats - five of them from UKIP. 

Minority 

In Walsall, the Tories were set to re¬ 
turn to power with a minority admin¬ 
istration. They won five seats - giving 
the party 30 overall out of 60 council 
seats - leaving them just one short of 
an overall majority. 

The Conservatives made gains from 
UKIP, who lost all three of their coun¬ 
cillors in the borough. Labour lost two 
of their seats taking them down to 26 
councillors. 

The party has been running the 
council as a minority administration 
under leader Sean Coughlan, but 
beaming Tory group leader Mike Bird 
said he was looking forward to return¬ 
ing to the box seat. “It’s good to be 
back,” he said. 

“I am very pleased, I think it’s been

an exceptional night for the Conserva¬ 
tive Party in Walsall and that’s down 
to the hard work and effort that every¬ 
one has put in. The Brexit vote has 
had some effect here but the real effect 
is that people are disenchanted with 
two years of Labour. They’ve shown 


their inexperience, lack of knowledge 
and vision. 

“We’ve got 30 councillors, are the 
largest party now and should form an 
administration.” Labour councillor 
Ian Robertson, said: “We don’t have 
the numbers and mean it will be a 
Tory administration. We have tried 
and we will continue to try to do the 
best for the people of Walsall. This is 
their verdict and we have to accept it.” 

In Wolverhampton Labour main¬ 
tained overall control with ease, 
gaining two seats on the night. Asha 
Mattu, the widow of the late mayor 
councillor Elias Mattu, successfully 
won his seat in Graiseley. 

Mr Mattu died in February at the 
age of 59 following an illness. He had 
been councillor for Graiseley for al¬ 
most 18 years.

Three-year lock-up for car thief, 20 


A 20-YEAR-OLD seen behind the 
wheel of three stolen cars - two 
of which had been taken from 
the same woman on successive 
days - has been locked up for 
three years. 

The victim was grabbed by an un¬ 
known assailant and dragged from her 
£20,000 Audi Q5 in Laburnum Road, 
Walsall Wood on January 13, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

After being hurled from the vehicle she 
clung onto the bodywork until ordered to 
let go by another man armed with a ham¬ 
mer and the pair of robbers drove off in 
convoy with another vehicle from which 


two more of the gang had kept watch. Less 
than four hours later police saw Adam 
Humpage driving the stolen car in Lichfield 
Road, Bloxwich and gave chase after he re¬ 
fused to stop, explained Mr David Bennett, 
prosecuting. 

Abandoned 

The defendant reached speeds of 90 mph 
while careering through residential streets, 
forcing two other motorists into emer¬ 
gency stops to avoid ‘catastrophic’ crashes 
and losing his pursuers as he sped down 
Harden Road, Walsall. 

The Audi was found abandoned nearby. 
The following day the victim’s second car 
- a Vauxhall Zafira - was stolen after she 
parked in Spring Lane, Willenhall. A key 


for it had been taken with the Audi, said 
Mr Bennett. 

Less than 24 hours later three people es¬ 
caped with a mobile phone, generator, cash, 
food and drink from a sandwich van at the 
Britannia Enterprise Park in Lichfield. 

They fled in the stolen Zafira which 
was on false plates and was abandoned in 
Walsall Wood with the defendant’s mobile 
phone lying alongside it. 

Then on January 18 a police officer look¬ 
ing through briefing documents saw a pho¬ 
tograph of Humpage and recognised him 
as the man he had seen driving the stolen 
Audi five days earlier. 

Almost six weeks later police were 
alerted to a man acting suspiciously in a 
Ford Transit with false plates. Officers 


chased and caught the vehicle which was 
being driven by the defendant and had 
been stolen 10 days earlier. 

Mr Stephen Cadwaladr, defending, ex¬ 
plained: “This was all done on impulse. He 
went on an offending spree while homeless 
and mentally ill.” 

Humpage, now of Wordsworth Road, 
Willenhall, who had previous convictions 
involving 24 offences, admitted three cases 
of handling stolen vehicles, dangerous driv¬ 
ing and theft from the sandwich van. 

He was ordered to be detained in a Young 
Offenders Institution and banned from 
driving for three years on release by Judge 
Barry Berlin, who told him: “Your driving 
on busy roads was appalling. It is a miracle 
that nobody was killed.”

Nine out of 10 
drivers say roads 
not up to scratch 

NINE out of 10 drivers say the condition of 
UK roads has declined over the last decade, 
a new survey suggests. 

The AA poll of 17,500 motorists also 
found that two-thirds (67 per cent) say 
roads have ‘considerably deteriorated’ in 
the past 10 years. 

Some 42 per cent of drivers rated residen¬ 
tial streets as ‘poor’ last month, compared 
with 34 per cent in March 2017. 

A recent survey by the Asphalt Industry 
Alliance found that local authorities in Eng¬ 
land and Wales needed £9.3 billion to bring 
their roads up to scratch. 

The harsh winter led to a spike in pot- 
hole-related breakdowns, such as damaged 
shock absorbers, broken suspension springs 
and distorted wheels. 

AA president Edmund King said: “It is 
clear that despite all the talk from central 
and local government, not enough is being 
done to fix our increasingly dangerous 
streets.” 

Transport Secretary Chris Grayling an¬ 
nounced in March that councils would be 
given a further £100 million to tackle pot¬ 
holes and repair storm damage in England.

Nostalgia rules, as half in poll 
say home is from childhood 


HOME is where the heart is, but for more 
than half of people in the West Midlands 
it’s the house they grew up in - not where 
they live now. Researchers polled 2,000 UK 
adults about their ‘true’ home.

Over-the-limit 
gran avoids jail 


A GRANDMOTHER has avoided 
jail after being found over four 
times the drink-drive limit while 
looking after her young grand¬ 
daughter. 

The woman from Walsall, who can¬ 
not be named for legal reasons, was 
stopped in Bloxwich Active Living 
Centre car park on February 23. 

Staff had raised the alarm that they had 
seen her intoxicated while looking after a 
young child under the age of seven. She was 
found to have 141 microgrammes of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of breath - over four times 
the limit. The legal limit 35 microgrammes. 

The defendant had previously pleaded 
guilty at an earlier hearing to being drunk 
in charge of a child under the age of seven 
years and driving a motor vehicle when 
alcohol level was above the limit. Rachael 
Smith, prosecuting, said she wasn’t allowed 
in the centre due to being intoxicated and 
staff saw she had a young child with her. 

She added: “Staff monitored her get-

ting back into her car and asked her if she 
had been drinking - she said no, but her 
granddaughter said she had been drinking 
vodka.” 

“Police arrivedand asked her again if she 
had been drinking and this time she said 
yes - and again the granddaughter pointed 
out a bottle in her bag, which was gin and 
tonic. She was arrested at the scene.” 

Mr Simon Walton, defending, said: 
“There is a family history of addiction. She 
has always brought her granddaughter up 
to tell the truth. In all other respects she is 
a good, hard-working person.” 

At Walsall Magistrates Court on Wednes¬ 
day Dirict Judge David Webster gave her 
full credit for her early guilty plea and 
handed her a four-month jail sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months. She was also banned 
from driving for three years and ordered to 
pay a fine of £400, a £115 victim surcharge 
and £185 in costs. She will also have to un¬ 
dertake 28 days of rehabilitation activities.

AN illustrator-turned-author from 
the region has penned an educa¬ 
tional picture book for toddlers.

A FAILING school where Ofsted 
inspectors were pelted with food 
is continuing to make good pro¬ 
gress, according to education 
watchdogs. 

Willenhall E-ACT Academy has ad¬ 
dressed pupils’ poor behaviour and is 
improving attendance, say inspectors, 
who visited the school again in March. 

Last year, the school was placed into 
special measures following a damning in¬ 
spection report. But a monitoring visit by 
Ofsted in March found improvements have 
been made. The school remains in special 
measures, but can now employ newly-qual¬ 
ified teachers. 

The report found a continued stability of 
teachers at the school had led to improve¬ 
ments in teaching, with a ‘positive climate 
for learning’. However, inspectors did say 
there was still variation in the impact of 
teaching, with some teachers not promptly 
challenging pupils whose attention has 
gone.The proportion of pupils persistently 
absent had reduced, said the report, but re¬ 
mains ‘too high’. 

Rewards 

And the number of pupils removed from 
lessons for behaviour has dropped, accord¬ 
ing to the inspectors, who praise a rewards 
system in place for students. 

Inspector Rob Hackfath said: “Leaders 
and managers are taking effective action 
towards the removal of special measures.” 

The school, in Furzebank Way, which has 
more than 1,300 pupils, was ranked inade¬ 
quate by Ofsted across the board following 
the inspection last May. It found a third of 
pupils from Years 7 to 11 were persistently 
absent and students felt unsafe due to re¬ 
peated poor behaviour. 

Ofsted inspector were pelted with food 
during the inspection visit. The academy 
was previously rated as ‘requires improve¬ 
ment’ in 2015.

Bad image blamed for 
vacant apprentice roles 


MORE than 100 apprentice¬ 
ships for top engineering 
jobs are sitting vacant in the 
Black Country, raising fears 
that manufacturing still has a 
poor image at schools. 

One of the West Midlands’ lead¬ 
ing training providers believes re¬ 
cent growth in the industry could 
be hampered unless more people 
can be persuaded to take up va¬ 
cant apprenticeship opportuni¬ 
ties. 

Gareth Jones, joint managing di¬ 
rector at In-Comm Training in Wal¬ 
sall, says his firm has more than 100 
positions - all attached to high value 
engineering jobs - that are available 
immediately, but there seems to be a 
reluctance to come forward and take 
advantage of them. 

He puts this down to engineering 
and manufacturing still suffering from 
negative perceptions in schools. 

“Companies are coming forward and 
saying they want to invest in appren¬ 
tices. We now need to make sure that, 
as a country, we’ve got a pipeline of 
young people or more mature learners 
to fill them,” explained Gareth, who 
runs the business with his sister Bekki 
Phillips. 

“At the moment we have 100 posi¬ 
tions vacant at our Aldridge academy 
alone and these are for full/part-time 

trailblazer courses with a job at a 
local manufacturer at the end of it. 
This means you can learn from the 
best trainers, on the best equipment 
and get paid for it, with the option of 
going on to do a degree at the end - all 
without the associated debt that can 
go with it. This is a £100,000 oppor¬ 
tunity.” 

He added: “There is still a percep-

tion that industry isn’t a great career 
to go into and, whilst we are changing 
that, we need to do more to paint a 
picture of what modern day manufac¬ 
turing is like. 

“It’s robotics, it’s CAD/CAM sys¬ 
tems, it’s precision CNC machines, it’s 
playing a role in making sure FI cars 
get faster, aeroplanes are lighter, peo¬ 
ple can walk again - all played out in 


bright factories and with great earning 
potential. That’s the message we need 
to get across.”

Grade II listed Highgate 
brewery put up for sale 


THE HISTORIC Highgate 
Brewery has been put up for 
sale for almost £1 million - 
raising hopes the site could 
finally be brought back into 
use. 

The Grade II listed brewery in 
Walsall is being advertised for sale 
with a guide price of £975,000. 

The derelict building has previously 
failed to sell at auctions, leading to 
previous concerns it could be a target 
for arsonists. 

The brewery in Sandymount Road 
was launched in 1898 by James 
Fletcher to produce the famous Black 
Country brew Highgate Dark Mild for 
workers in the town’s leather indus¬ 
try. 

Jobs 

At it’s peak it employed 65 and was 
producing 100,000 barrels a year and 
providing its beer to more than 400 
pubs and clubs across the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

But it closed in June 2010, with the 
loss of 22 jobs, and failed to sell at an 
auction two years later. 

It went under the hammer again 
with a £850,000 guide price in 2014. 

The 3,103 sq m site is just off the 
A34 Birmingham Road, within walk¬ 
ing distance of Walsall town centre. 

It is five storey building with a 
number of older buildings at the front 
of the site. 

Further buildings include a single 
storey bar and marketing suite, a 
two-storey office building as well as a 
further brick-built building. 

Walsall Council produced a report 
three years ago saying the site faced 
being turned into housing if no busi¬ 
nesses took over.

Alarm over 
missed out 
screening 
invitations 


TWO hospital trusts in the West Midlands 
raised concerns about breast cancer screen¬ 
ing invitations last year but were told it was a 
local issue, it has been claimed. 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt revealed on 
Wednesday that 450,000 women aged 68 to 71 had 
not been invited to their final routine screening. 


An independent review 
has been launched into the 
computer error, which Mr 
Hunt said was discovered 
in January and dates back 
to 2009. 

However, as early as 
March 2017, two breast 
cancer screening centres in 
West Midlands, as well as 
one in London, raised con¬ 
cerns some women were not 
being invited for mammo¬ 
grams. It has not been dis¬ 
closed which hospitals the 
centres are at. 

Software provider Hitachi 
Consulting said at the time 
it was a local problem and 
the full scale of the issue 
was not realised until Janu¬ 
ary, Public Health England 
(PHE) said. 

The company has denied 
it is responsible for the 
blunder, which Mr Hunt

said may have led up to 270 
women to have their lives 
cut short. 

A spokesman said: “Hi¬ 
tachi Consulting has no 
responsibility for the error 
that has led to this situa¬ 
tion. 

“The software responsi¬ 
ble for inviting patients for 
breast cancer screening was 
written by others and im¬ 
plemented in 2009, fully six 
years before Hitachi Con¬ 
sulting began working with 
Public Health England. 

“Hitachi Consulting was 
engaged in late 2015 merely 
to maintain and support the 
system as designed, and has 
had no responsibility for 
decisions made on which pa¬ 
tients should be selected for 
screening.” 


Hamster soldiers on 
after blaze rescue

FIREFIGHTERS gave life-saving oxygen to a tiny hamster 
after a blaze at a Black Country home caused the crea¬ 
ture to pass out.

But crew members were quickly alerted to the family 
hamster, who had been left inside. 

The little animal was rescued and firefighters used pet 
oxygen equipment, called Smokey Paws, to resuscitate it. 

Wolverhampton Police sent a message out on Twitter 
sharing the news the hamster had been rescued. Officers

RBS to axe hundreds of 
jobs in branch closures 


A FRESH wave of closures 
will almost wipe out the Roy¬ 
al Bank of Scotland across 
the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire. 

Branches in Walsall, Stafford 
and Kidderminster are among 162 
in England and Wales that will 
start shutting in August, with the 
loss of nearly 800 jobs. 

Outlets in Telford, Shrewsbury, 
Edgbaston and Sutton Coldfield are to 
go as well, leaving just Wolverhampton 
and Birmingham city centre with RBS 
branches. The move will close more 
than half of the RBS branches south of 
the Scottish border, leaving just 105. 

The lender, still 72 per cent owned 
by the taxpayer, said the move was 
linked to it not having to sell its Wil¬ 
liams & Glyn business. 

As a result, the group has branches 
close to each other - including its Nat- 
West banks - and is seeking to reduce 
overlap. 

Voluntary 

Natwest has many more sites in 
England and Wales - 650, including 
local branches at Wolverhampton, 
Fordhouses, Bilston, Wednesfield, 
Dudley, Merry Hill, Kingswinford, 
Walsall, Aldridge, West Bromwich, 
Cannock and two in Stafford. 

RBS said: “Following a review of the 
branch network in England and Wales 
a decision has been taken to close 162 
Royal Bank of Scotland branches. As a 
result of this process, around 792 roles 
will be made redundant, and we will 
seek to support our colleagues with the 
option to leave on a voluntary basis.” 

It comes less than six months since 
the last round of RBS closures was 
announced, shutting 259 of its 1,003 
branches - 62 Royal Bank of Scotland 
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The RBS branch in Lichfield Street, Walsall will close its doors in August 


and 197 NatWest. RBS had been told 
to sell off its Williams & Glyn business 
to meet state aid rules following its 
£45 billion Government bailout at the 
height of the financial crisis. But RBS 
could never find a buyer and is now 
folding it back into its core business. 

An RBS spokesman said: “We are no 
longer launching Williams & Glyn as a 
challenger bank, and we now have two 
branch networks operating in close 
proximity to each other; NatWest and 
Royal Bank of Scotland, in England 
and Wales. 

“As a result we have had to review 
our overall branch footprint in Eng¬ 
land and Wales and we’ve made the 


difficult decision to close a number of 
Royal Bank of Scotland branches. 

“Customers of Royal Bank of Scot¬ 
land in England and Wales will be able 
to use NatWest branches instead for 
their everyday banking needs.” 

The chairman of the Federation of 
Small Businesses (FSB), Staffordshire 
businessman Mike Cherry, said: “It’s 
thoroughly disappointing to see RBS 
using the failed sale of Williams & 
Glyn as an excuse to further decimate 
the UK’s bank branch network. 

“This fresh round of closures will 
hurt high streets all over the country 
at a time when thousands of small 
firms are already struggling.”

Future of new Sainsbury's store remains 
uncertain following six years of delays

SUPERMARKET giant Sains- 
bury’s is remaining tight- 
lipped over a six-year saga 
for a planned new store - 
with concerns rising that the 
land is becoming an eyesore. 

Mystery surrounds the future of 
the major project coming in days 
after proposals for Sainsbury’s 
merger with Asda were unveiled. 

The grocery chain has planned to re¬ 
develop old industrial land on Old Wal¬ 
sall Road in Hamstead, Great Barr, for 
a store creating 200 jobs. 

But its future was uncertain after 
Sainsbury’s revealed in 2015 that the 
plans were under review due to ‘sig¬ 
nificant change’ in the grocery market. 

Councillor Gurdial Singh Atwal 
says people have grown increasingly 
concerned by the lack of action. “They 


[Sainsbury’s] promised they would 
open and help the local community by 
creating jobs but unfortunately they 
have been unable to do that,” he said. 

“We would like it to be built. But if 


not we would like there to be some sort 
of development on there. 

“We do not want to see it become an 
eyesore and be left boarded up. At the 
moment it is a mystery.” 


A Sainsbury’s spokeswoman said: 
“The project is still under review and 
no decision has been taken at this 
stage.” Plans first surfaced for the 
supermarket back in 2012 with a con¬ 


sultation held for residents. Approval 
was granted in 2013 by Birmingham 
City Council and the authority says 
planning permission has been sub¬ 
sequently extended past the normal 
three-year time limit. 

The site was once occupied by car 
parts manufacturer GKN Driveline. 
The former factory closed in 2009. 
Bosses at the time said it would cost 
£1.5 million to keep the factory up to 
date. 

The supermarket plans faced oppo¬ 
sition from some councillors who said 
the authority would be forfeiting good 
industrial land. 

Sainsbury’s successfully purchased 
the land for the store in January 2014, 
paving the way for the demolition 
work last summer. 

The 30,665 sq ft supermarket would 
create around 200 new full and part 
time jobs.

Juke box heroes - rockers 
Foreigner are heading to Brum 


T hey’ve sold more than 80 
million records. And their 
biggest hit single, I Want To 
Know What Love Is, gave 
them a number one hit in the 
US, UK and around the world. 

Now Foreigner are back with a headline tour that will 
reflect on their remarkable rock legacy. 

The band will perform at Birmingham’s Symphony Hall 
on Tuesday, with special guests Joanne Shaw Taylor and 
John Parr. 

It will be a true homecoming for founding member 
and lead guitarist, Mick Jones, who hails from the 
UK and formed the band in New York City in 1976 
alongside fellow Briton and ex-King Crimson member Ian 
McDonald, along with American vocalist Lou Gramm. 

Fans will see why it Feels Like The First Time as their 
performances include their unforgettable anthems I Want 
To Know What Love Is, Juke Box Hero, Waiting For A 
Girl Like You, Cold As Ice, Feels Like The First Time, Hot 
Blooded, Urgent and That Was Yesterday. 

Mick says he was thrilled that the band was still 
together and playing live. “I never could have imagined 
when I set out to create Foreigner 40 years ago, that 
we’d still be touring around the world and performing the 
music we love all these years later. I can’t express the 
gratitude I feel when fans share stories of how our songs 
have been woven into their milestones and memories 
over the years.” 

His band have enjoyed ten multi-platinum albums and 
16 top 30 hits. They remain one of the most popular rock 
acts in the world and are responsible for some of rock 
and roll’s most enduring songs. 

The band recently released a new 10-inch vinyl four- 
track EP The Flame Still Burns and the celebrations will 
continue with the release of a 20-track album 40 this 
month, which contains the band’s biggest hits. 


That will be followed a week later by a double album of 
the same name, tracing the four-decade-long history. The 
May 19 release will contain new songs as well as all of the 
much-loved hits. A vinyl version is coming on June 2. 

Foreigner are Mick Jones (lead guitar), Kelly 
Hansen (lead vocals), Jeff Pilson (bass, vocals), Tom 
Gimbel (rhythm guitar, sax, vocals), Michael Bluestein 
(keyboards), Bruce Watson (guitar) and Chris Frazier 
(drums). 

Mick had enjoyed an interesting career before former 
Foreigner and didn’t intend for it to be a band that lasted 
four decades. 

“Well, I had a pretty interesting career up until then. 
Which had led me to France, [where] I got to play with a 
lot of musicians who were coming in and out of Paris, and 
did sessions with quite a few people, and started to learn 
a little about writing. And it was the time of The Beatles, 
so obviously everybody was trying to write songs [like 
The Beatles]. I was learning the songs just to educate 
myself, really, as to chord structures and melodies.

“But what led me to forming a band eventually - my 
own band - is that I had been in a couple of bands. I went 
back to England, and finally started [playing] again in my 
mid-20s, and my dream was always to come over to the 
USA. From an early age, y’know, America represented 
this mecca. And gradually, I started to increase my focus 
on writing, alongside playing with a band called Spooky 
Tooth. 

I played in a band with the guitar player Leslie West [of 
Mountain] for a while. Unfortunately all those things sort 
of came to a fizzle, and I was kind of left high and dry in 
New York for a while, not really knowing what to do ... I 
decided it was time to make a decision. Either I make a 
stand, or I let the water wash over me. 

“So that led to me just starting writing, really. Just 
sitting down all day, just trying to get some flow going,

trying to write some stuff that I would be comfortable with. 
Not pandering to any particular style or commercial style. 
And that was sort of the code I had. 

“Even though some of our music may be regarded 
as poppy, I think the basis of it has always been rock, 
and infusions of soul here and there. I didn’t really know 
where we fit, actually ... there were a few older bands in 
those days, too. But there wasn’t a new scene for bands 
like mine. It was the dawn of punk and new wave, so 
[what I was doing] was the exact opposite.” 

Mick knew that he was onto something special when 
the band recorded I Want To Know What Love Is. 

“I did. I knew it was going to be special. The thing was 
how to keep it out of the traditional pop-rock ballad thing, 
with playing guitars and stuff like that. Plus apart from the 
little ‘ding-ding-ding-ding’ riff, which was a synthesizer, 
pretty much everything else on there was acoustic. No 
electric guitar. Which wasn’t a purposeful thing, but as 
the song progressed, I took a lot of pains in holding back 
any ideas about augmenting it with unnecessary frill.”

Gently does it for Lee in 
his quest for justice 


H e may have played a police 
officer in Inspector George 
Gently, but in real life actor 
Lee Ingleby has managed to avoid 
seeing the inside of a court. 

The actor admits he’s never 
attended atrial, saying: “I’ve had to 
turn down jury service a couple of 
times for filming reasons. There 
was one time where they refused 
my request to not do it. And I 
thought, ‘I’m going to lose the 
acting job.’ So we had to get letters 
from the producers and so on to try 
and change their mind. Which they 
did.” 

He adds: “I think it would be 
quite interesting to be on a jury. Of 
course you never know what 
you’re going to get. But just to see 
how it all works would be 
interesting. How the barristers and 
solicitors work and all the rest of it. 

I guess every case is different.” 

However, the character he plays 
in the new four-part drama 
Innocent, which is showing on 
consecutive evenings across the 
week, has probably had enough of 
courts. Ingleby stars as 


David, who, after serving seven 
years of a life sentence for the 
murder of his wife Tara, is 
unexpectedly freed on a 
technicality. 

The verdict is good news 
for his brother Phil (Daniel 
Ryan), who has campaigned 
tirelessly on behalf of his brother. 
But it comes as a terrible blow to 
Tara’s sister Alice (Hermione 
Norris) and her husband Rob 
(Adrian Rawlins), who are unable 
to conceive and have been raising 
David’s children as their own - 
using the proceeds of Tara and 
David’s estate - and now face 
losing custody. 

Ingleby says: “As far as Alice is 
concerned, the original verdict was 
read out and that was it. It was 
proven in court that David 
murdered her sister. And that’s 
what it is. David is released on a 
technicality rather than through 
some irrefutable evidence. It must 
be very hard to come to terms with 
that from her point of view.” 

It’s also tough on his kids: “As far 
as his children are concerned, they 


only know he was convicted of 
killing their mother. She is no 
longer around and that’s because 
of their father. That’s the story and 
the life they have been leading. 

“David’s children have been 
getting used to normality in their 
lives with new guardians after the 
trauma of losing their mother. 
Having been young when he was 
jailed, their father now appears as 
this stranger with a story they can’t 
process.” 

Then there’s Dl Will Beech 
(Nigel Lindsay), who was the 
original investigating officer and 
resents the implication that he got 
it wrong. He’s been suspended 
from the new investigation and 
replaced by Dl Cathy Hudson 
(Angel Coulby) - which is 
awkward, as they are secretly in a 
relationship. And why does Dr Tom 
Wilson (Elliot Cowan) seem 
troubled by David’s release? 

But the biggest question remains 
- is David really the innocent victim 
of a terrible miscarriage of justice, 
or does he deserve to be behind 
bars?

Hiring bikes - or taking your own - is a must to enjoy 
the breathtaking landscape, as well as easily reach the 
site’s vast facilities. A large lake - home to a variety of 
watersports such as kayaking, paddle boarding and 
pedaloes - is at the heart of the site. It proved a popular 
spot for our little ones who could feed the ducks and 


play on the woodland playground. Daily trips to the 
Subtropical Swimming Paradise were top of the agenda 
as the children loved it - almost as much as the adults. 
The vast indoor pool area is home to a lazy river, 
shallower children’s area with water spouts and gentle 
slides, outside wild water rapids and chutes. 

There are family-sized cabanas if you want to treat 
yourself to some private relaxation space, and two 
cafes if hunger strikes. The thrilling water rides were 
spectacular; Tropical Cyclone proving particularly 
memorable. Equally thrilling was our encounter with the 


baby owls up at the falconry in which an experienced 
member of staff introduced us to some of the smaller 
birds of prey. 

If that’s not your cup of tea, then there are more than 
200 other activities to try out from pottery painting and 
paintballing to cupcake decorating and quad biking. As 
a break from the mayhem of holidaying with toddlers we 
all took time out in Aqua Sana, the fabulous onsite spa. 

After four fabulous nights it really won’t be long before 
we’re returning - and we’re back in the wagon again . . .

Test pilot to rescue 


as engine 

WHAT do you do if you are flying a light 
aircraft and the engine falls off ? Well it 
helps if you are a highly-experienced test 
pilot. 

Robin Lindsay Neale joined Boulton Paul Air¬ 
craft in Wolverhampton as a test pilot at the 
outbreak of war, living in Horden Road. He flew 
Defiants, Rocs, Barracudas, and sundry oth¬ 
er aircraft from Pendeford Airfield. And when 
Chief Test Pilot, Cecil Feather retired at the end 
of the war Lindsay Neale took over. 

Holiday 

The company was developing the Balliol ad¬ 
vanced trainer, and Lindsay Neale gave it its 
first flight on May 30, 1947, then on June 28 he 
borrowed a Miles Messenger light aircraft and 
loaded his family for a holiday in the South of 
France, his wife, Rosemary, sister-in-law, Hazel, 
and children, Jenny and Jeff. 

At about 8pm that day they were cruising across 
South East France near the town of Bait, with Lindsay 
Neale dozing in the front passenger seat, and Hazel, 
aged 19, flying the aircraft. 

Suddenly there was a loud bang and the aircraft

reared up. Neale grabbed the controls and found he could 
not hold it level. 

He ordered everyone to pile into the front seats, and 
pull the baggage, which luckily was packed in an old par¬ 
achute bag, from behind the seats and stuffed it against 
the windscreen. 

The two-blade wooden propeller had broken and one 
blade had flown off, then the massive out-of-balance 
force of the other had pulled the entire engine off the 
aircraft, there was nothing forward of the windscreen. 

Gravity 

With everyone in the front seats the centre of gravity 
was a little more manageable, and with a piece of mas¬ 
terly flying Lindsay Neale was able to safely glide down 
and land in a small French field. 

He kept the piece of broken propeller as a souvenir, 
and Miles aircraft gave him a model of the Messenger, 
which was a write-off. 

Lindsay Neale returned to the development of the 
Balliol but unfortunately died, along with his assistant, 
Peter Tisshaw, in a crash of the prototype at Coven on 
February 3, 1949

finally ends dental tourist’s quest for smile 


W HEN Theresa Reardon from Lon¬ 
don set out on a mission to fix a 
longstanding dental problem she never 
imagined it would take a lifetime’s search 
before finding the answer ... in Dudley. 

Even a trip as a dental tourist to a Budapest 
clinic delivered only disappointment. 

Remarkably, she never lost hope that one 
day she’d stumble upon a happy clinical out¬ 
come, despite decades of false dawns. 

“I was determined to find an answer and 
I found Mr Steven Burchell at the Denture 
Clinic,” she declares. 

Her breakthrough came eight years ago 
while looking after a doctor in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, but never realised a story she was read¬ 
ing in the local newspaper would have such 
an impact on her daily living. 


The devout Catholic from County Cork 
in southern Ireland, who moved to London 
when she was 25, adds: “I’d come to Wolver¬ 
hampton and in a quiet moment was reading 
the free paper, The Chronicle. I saw a story 
there about a lady who couldn’t eat properly 
and how Steven had sorted her out, so I kept 
the cutting.” 

Eight years passed before she was prompt¬ 
ed to look at the article again after her den¬ 
ture prescription from the Hungarian capital 
broke. 

“I read it over and over again, booked an 
appointment, got on the train and made my 
way to Dudley,” she recalls. 

Theresa suffered all her denture life with 
a protruding lower bite where the bottom 
teeth are more prominent than the upper. 


This can sometimes make chewing difficult 
and patients self-conscious. My bottom den¬ 
tures were so unstable my diet was always 
restricted,” she says. 

Staff at the clinic in North Street were 
shocked to learn she had travelled alone to 
her appointment and was returning to her 
Golders Green apartment in London the same 
day. 

I’ll have steak 

“Nothing was going to stop me,” she add¬ 
ed. “The teeth I’d been made ten years before 
in Budapest were useless and they hurt like 
hell. My new ones don’t hurt at all and for 
the very first time my top teeth can come over 
my bottom teeth.” 


On the day her new prescription was fitted 
she decided to celebrate with a meal out at 
the Miller & Carter steakhouse in Pe nn . 

“I was advised to take it gently, but my 
teeth felt so good I thought I’ll have a steak,” 
she says. It was the first time Theresa could 
tackle such a “difficult meal”. With school¬ 
girl laughter she adds: “I loved it. It was 
worth waiting for.” 

Admitting to a regular tipple of red wine, 
she’s determined to carry on celebrating her 
new teeth and making the best of her restored 
confidence. 

“I may even manage the odd glass of sher¬ 
ry,” she jokes. “It’s been a long time coming 
and I’m so grateful that I don’t have to put 
my hand over my mouth any more. 

I was always afraid to smile, but now . . . 


look at me, all thanks to Steven.” 

Theresa’s problems began when at 18 she 
took at job as a doctor’s receptionist in Cork. 
She was advised to have a full clearance after 
gum disease was diagnosed. 

“The bite on every set of teeth I had was 
never right until now,” she says. 

Theresa left Cork with two other girls to 
stay with an order of nuns in Harrow. 

“I was helping at a nursing home. The 
Reverend Mother sent my two friends back 
home but encouraged me to apply for a job 
with the Queen’s Household and I worked as 
a deputy catering supervisor at Buckingham 
Palace.” 

Reflecting on her colourful life, she adds 
in a beautifully musical Cork accent: “Every 
year I get a Christmas card from the Queen.”

There’s a certain expectation when you get behind the 
wheel of a Skoda: you know it’s going to be a good, 
dependable drive. 

Industry pundits agree - the company has scooped 
a handful of awards already this year - and so do car 
buyers, with sales in January not only bucking the 
industry trend but actually rising by almost 11 per cent 
compared to the previous year. 

No doubt new and improved models have played a part, 
like the award-winning seven-seat Kodiaq SUV launched 
last year. 

So, with a seemingly insatiable demand for SUVs, it’s 
no surprise that Skoda has followed up that car’s success 
with its ‘little’ brother, the Karoq. 

Not that it’s exactly little: it’s a mid-size SUV, a five- 
seater, which is actually larger (and with rather more 
conventional styling) than the Yeti which it replaces. 

There’s a good range of petrol and diesel engines, the 
option of a four wheel drive version, and high levels of 
equipment and technology across the range. 

The test car was the top of the range 2.0 TDI in SE L 
trim, which at £27,795 isn’t cheap but stands up well to 
comparison with any of its many competitors - including 
the top seller, the similar sized (but lower powered) 

Nissan Qashqai. 

The four wheel drive system is only available with the 2.0 
litre diesel, which comes with a choice of power outputs - 
150 or 190PS. 

There’s also a 1.6 diesel option, and two turbo charged 
petrol engines of 1.5 and 1.0 litre capacity. 

A touch of the ‘offroad’ button on the centre console 
sets the car up for making the most of the all-wheel drive 
system. 

The 2.0TDI is a familiar engine, much appreciated by 
thousands of Octavia and Superb taxi drivers for its 
longevity and reliability. In the Karoq, it does the 0 to 


62mph sprint in a very respectable 8.7 seconds and yet is 
capable of 56.5mpg in official tests, with a C02 rating of 
132g/km. 

Official tests carried out in a laboratory and always 
optimistic, so I was gratified to average between 48 and 
51 in real world driving. 

Many private buyers, though, may be tempted by the 1.0 
turbo petrol which starts at the cheaper end of the range 
- just under £21,000. Don’t be put off by the lack of cubes, 
as it still turns out 115PS, is only slightly slower than the 
big diesel and returns very similar economy figures. 

But it isn’t so much the stark statistics which are so 
important as the manner in which the Karoq performs. 

Precision 

The Karoq is up there with the best in class in terms 
of refinement: quiet, smooth and with the dynamics 
of a competent hatchback. You get the benefits of the 
higher, SUV seating position and benefit, but without the 
downside of a rock ‘n’ roll ride, and a precision through 
the corners which will please the more enthusiastic driver. 

It doesn’t feel big or heavy: it feels light and agile, like a 
physically smaller, lighter car. 

Inside, there’s room for five adults with plenty of head 
and legroom all round. The ‘VarioFlex’ system gives you 
three rear seats which fold down individually, or can 
be removed altogether, and there are plenty of storage 
solutions dotted around the cabin. The test car also had 
aircraft-style tray tables to help keep those in the back 
occupied. 

The boot is family friendly too with 588 litres of 
space rising to 1,810 litres with the rear seats folded - 
significantly more than the Yeti. 

The test car, as the range flagship, was naturally very 
well equipped but even entry-level models come with 
alloy wheels, electric windows and mirrors, privacy 
glass, multi-function steering wheel, multiple airbags, 
one-touch cruise control and speed limiter, roof rails, rear 


parking sensors and front radar assist, with autonomous 
emergency braking if needed. 

The SE L also came with alcantara upholstery, satnav 
with an eight-inch touch screen display offering voice 
control, and a comprehensive infotainment system 
including audio, connectivity and a Wi-Fi smartlink 
system. 

Dual zone climate control, a driver fatigure centre, a full 
range of electronic safety systems, LED lights (including 
adaptive front lights), heated front seats, pedestrian alert, 
tyre pressure monitor and rear view camera are among 


the other features. And, of course, a Skoda tradition - an 
umbrella tucked away under the passenger seat, 

A heated windscreen and washer nozzles added £250 
to the SE L’s list price. 

The Karoq is a worthy successor to the Yeti: bigger and 
with a rather more sleek and conventional look (but that’s 
a matter of personal preference). From the front, there is a 
clear family resemblance to the large Kodiaq. 

Whether or not you go for the flagship four wheel drive 
version, it is refined and practical family transport - with 
its excellent driving characteristics the icing on the cake.

Kia joined Europe’s fastest-growing market at just the 
right time last year. The small (B-segment) SUV has 
quickly populated our roads and the very different 
looking Stonic is making its mark. 

This year Kia expects to sell between 8,000 and 10,000 in 
the UK and so far looks to be on track. 

It was designed in Europe at the company’s Frankfurt 
design studios and was originally intended only for Europe 
and thoroughly tested on European roads which gave it 
a good start against others in the class. But it impressed 
Kia’s Korean home market that it’s going to be sold there 
as well. 

In the UK there is a five-model line-up based on grade 2 
and First Edition trim levels. All versions offer an extensive 
package of connectivity features, including links to Android 
Auto and Apple CarPlay via pre-downloaded smartphone 
apps, while advanced electronic driver assistance systems 
such as autonomous emergency braking, lane departure 
warning and automatic switching between high and low 
headlight beams are available. 

It’s based on the Rio supermini and is slightly longer, 
taller and rides higher to give it an SUV stance. But it 
doesn’t look like a Rio as it has a bespoke body and

interior -and how I like the exterior and interior. As 
mentioned earlier, it looks very different and makes a 
pleasant change to many of the opposition in the sector. 
And my test car First Edition stood out even more thanks 
to its two-tone paintwork with the roof, wing mirror casings 
and rear spoiler picked out in either black, lime green, red 
or orange, depending on the choice of main body colour, 
and there are colour accents in the interior on the seats 
and around the lower centre console and display screen 
areas. Mine had the lime green on the graphite and while 
at first it looked a little ‘in your face’ I really grew to like it. 

All versions have plenty of equipment, with an extensive 
range of active safety features and up-to-the-minute 
connectivity in First Edition versions. 

There is a 7.0-inch display with a DAB radio and MP3 
compatibility in grade 2, and in the First Edition this is 
upgraded to a 7.0-inch touchscreen navigation and 
infotainment system featuring Kia Connected Services 
with TomTom™. Android Auto™ and Apple CarPlay™ 
smartphone integration are standard across the range. 

All models have 17-inch alloy wheels, air conditioning, 
all-round electric windows with an automatic function on 
the driver’s side, roof rails, rear parking sensors, remote 
locking, electrically adjustable heated door mirrors, a 3.5- 
inch supervision cluster, Bluetooth with music streaming, 
automatic headlight control, bi-function projection 
headlamps and cornering lights and LED daytime running 
lights.and a whole lot more. 

The First Edition adds more including smart key entry 
system and engine start/stop button, automatic air 
conditioning, LED rear lights, privacy glass on the rear 
side windows and tailgate and heated front seats It is 
not the highest quality of trims (but then this car doesn’t 
cost enough to warrant that!) but is perfectly acceptable 
and good quality. Controls are not over complicated and 
everything is well laid out. 

Three engines are available, headed by Kia’s little jewel, 
the 1.0-litre T-GDi unit delivering 118bhp. 

This was my power in the test car and it is a little gem 
indeed. It took on a lengthy motorway run with no trouble 
with plenty of poke when needed and cruised along very 
nicely. Official figures show 56.5mpg with emissions of 
115g/km. I managed around 52 but then I wasn’t driving in 
‘laboratory’ conditions. There’s also a 1.4-litre multi-point 
injection (MPi) naturally aspirated 98bhp petrol engine and 
the 108bhp 1.6-litre CRDi turbodiesel. 

Add the seven year/100,00 mile warranty and this car 
deserves a test. 

Prices start at £16,295 on-the-road.

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What a lot you get and fun to drive

One of the most notable aspects of the 
multi award-winning Peugeot 3008 GT is 
that you get an awful lot of everything for 
your money - kit, technology, space and, 
with the right set-up, fun. 

The GT model is positioned as the top-of- 
the-range 3008 SUV range for good reason. It 
is powered by a 2.0litre turbo diesel BlueHDi 
180ps engine with stop/start. Linked to the 
PSA EAT - Efficient Automatic (six-speed) 

Transmission, it travels from 0 to 62mph in a 
tad under nine seconds which is not world 
beating but feels a whole lot faster. Top speed 
is 131mph which is speedy enough for most 
of us. Those with a delicate right foot can 
expect an average 58.9mpg and 124g/km 
C02emissions. 

Peugeot has also added a few visual 
pointers for the seriously observant - 
integrated wheel arch protective extensions, 

19-inch, two-tone diamond-cut alloys, double 
chrome exhaust pipes and GT badging on the 
outside plus soft leather interior with copper 
double-stitch trim detail, driver seat multipoint 
massage function (blissfully including 
shoulders), electric adjustment and memory 
as standard on the classy inside. 

Peugeot’s brilliant panoramic opening 
glass roof with electric interior blind and 
blue ambient lighting is also included in the 
£34,210 price as are rear parking sensors, 
adaptive cruise control, foot operated smart 
electric boot opening, heated front seats and 
that all-important Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto compatibility. 

As with all 3008s, the GT includes Peugeot’s 
new i-Cockpit which houses pretty well all

On the road, the GT is as smooth to drive 
as it is to look at. Sharp steering coupled 
with neat and tidy handling make for a very 
relaxed, enjoyable driving experience which 
even those big wheels can’t ruffle. 

The centrally positioned dial allows for an 
easy drive mode selection - normal, snow, 
mud, sand and ESP off - and this in a car 


which, while having the appearance of a 4x4, 
is in fact 2WD. 

What it does have is Peugeot’s excellent 
intelligent grip control together with hill 
descent to complement the settings. 

The Sport selector adjusts the steering 
parameters and gearing ratios but, for me 
on long motorway runs, it did not really add 


much to the relaxed, composed, thoroughly 
enjoyable driving experience. 

Those who like to keep fit should consider 
the electric bike option. The e F01 costs £1,700 
plus £400 for the charge docking station. 

A GT Line version of the 3008 is also 
available, giving buyers a choice of engines/ 
transmissions coupled with sports styling.

IN May 1919, greengrocer Howard Pin¬ 
son purchased 96 acres of green belt 
land just north of Bloxwich from the then 
landowner, the Duke of Sutherland. 

The purpose of the purchase was to create a 
golf course and the cost of the land at that time 
was a mere £55. 

In addition to the purchase of the land, an adjacent 
Georgian Manor House was acquired from another 
source and the formation of Bloxwich Golf Club as we 
know it today was in set in motion. 

In those early years only nine holes were possible 
but in 1924 a Board of Directors was formed and the 
club officially registered.The registration took place 
in May 1924 but in July of the same year plans were 
put forward to complete the full 18 holes to create the 
basis of the course as we know it today. 

During the Second World War years the club and 
many of the members became heavily involved. The 
threat of German troops landing by means of gliders 
resulted in ditches being dug by the Army across a 
number of fairways in an effort to prevent a success¬ 
ful landing. 

The evidence of these ditches can still be seen 
today. A squad of 62 soldiers and officers were bil¬ 
leted at the golf club with the soldiers in tents on the 
course and the officers in the clubhouse. 

They were all made honorary members of the club 
for the duration of the war. 

In January 1945 after the war had concluded 
entrance fees to the club were reinstated and golf 
started in earnest once again. 

The ownership of the club was in the hands of the 
original shareholders and their family members, but 
in 1987 the directors agreed a proposal to reorganise 
the club in such a way as to ensure its long term fu¬ 
ture as a members club and to eliminate any possible 
private Tor profit’ development motive. 

The ultimate aim was to hand over the control of 
the club to its members to perpetuate golf at Blox¬ 


wich. Bloxwich Golf Club was purchased by its mem¬ 
bers in 1988, the money being raised by an interest 
free loan of £400 paid by approximately 300 members. 
The creation of Bloxwich Golf Club (1988) Ltd was 
complete. Over the years there have been many sig¬ 
nificant changes to the course layout with the clear 
objective being for all year round golf at Bloxwich. 

Hazards 

Natural hazards such as pools and open water 
courses have been extended to improve drainage and 
specialised work has been carried out on the greens 
for the same reason. The putting surfaces have made 
the greens at Bloxwich the envy of many. 

The recently completed winter programme of work 
has seen many tees being extended and the 15th has 
become the new feature hole after the lengthening of 
the hole and the elevating of the championship tee. 

Another exciting development at the golf club is the 
recently formed Bloxwich Golf Club Teaching Acad¬ 
emy and Golf Club Fitting Centre based close by at 
Fishley Park Driving Range, Little Bloxwich. Blox¬ 


wich PGA Professionals, Richard Dance and John 
Bandurak have set up a teaching hub open to all. In 
addition to tuition and invaluable advice on appro¬ 
priate equipment for those new to the game, they are 
also both available to help golfers of all standards to 
improve their game. 

In terms of membership to the club, Bloxwich wel¬ 
comes new members and has no waiting list or initial 
joining fee. Ladies, gentlemen, juniors and seniors are 
all welcome to enjoy the course and the facilities of 
the infamous ‘19th hole’. 

Current club president Paul Boynton said: “These 
are very exciting times for Bloxwich Golf Club. With 
golf continuing to grow in popularity we want to po¬ 
sition our club in offering the very best opportunities 
for local people to come along and enjoy what is a 
great game. 

“We extend a very warm welcome to visiting golfers 
and golf societies and to local companies who want to 
offer golf days to their customers.”

WHEN Walsall fans reflect on 
the final week of the 2017/18 
campaign, they will look back 
on a host of fond memories.
